But when, upon His Ma- 
jeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, that amongſt other 
things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe (the | 
ſame having never been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely | 
means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men, who under the late 
uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to ren- |

Word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort others 
by wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the Truth; 
and further, that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in the 
Church) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of God, and 
be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the antient Fa- 
|: thers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Sto- 
| ries, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations, and Synodals; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible 
vas begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread.) | 
And in this ſort the Book of Iſaiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis || 
in Septuageſima; but they were onely begun, and never read through: After like 
ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed: And moreover, whereas S. Paul 
| would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might un 
derſtand, and have profit by hearing the Res the Service in this Church of Eng- 
aud theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the people, which they under. 
ſtand not; ſo that they have heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, 
and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding | 
that the antient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven Portions, whereof! 
every one was called a Nodurn: now of late time, a few of them have been daily 
ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted.
